Dayton, 0.—With $14,000 above the 
total of $1,000,000 sought among the 
residents of Dayton and vicinity to 
build a new hospital to be known as 
the Good Samaritan hospital, the cam- 
paign closed Monday night. Protes- 
tants and Jews were among the heav- 
iest contributors to the fund. The new 
hospital will cost approximately. $1,- 
500,000. The Sisters of Charity, who 
will have charge of the institution, 
have planned a loan of $500,000. They 
belong to a community) in Cincinnati. 
Outstanding gifts were $50,000 from 
the widow and the sons of the late

Accord- 
ing to his ideals, Government is not 
giving satisfaction today, and that 
“extraordinary and powerful thing 
called interests” stands in the way of 
co-operation toward reasonable, con-| 
structive and lefty ends. Democracy, 
he declared, was unsatisfactory after 
800 years of trial, and “two of the 
most powerful voices, those of Mus- 
solini and Lenin, are saying our theory 
of democracy is all wrong, futile.” 

“We have, then,” continued the 
speaker, “an absolutely new situation, 
that of three philosophies contending 
for supremacy—democracy, commun- 
sm and Fascism,” “What is to be the 
fate of religion in all this,” he asked. 
He must be blind who does not see 
it does not occupy the position it once 
did. He must be blind and deaf who 
does not realize that communism’s 
teachings are anti-religious, And 
there are new relations in Italy be- 
tween religion and the Fascist State,” 
he added, 

“Success depends upon the fair- 
mindedness with which we approach 
these questions,” Dr. Butler said. 
“Liberty and religion have been used 
more often than anything else as
